THRESHING CORN. 


Satljfaotory Teit Made by » Michigan 


FdrDier. 


Las* year the heat and drought were 


so intense and long-continued that the 
corn crop was not in giain or"-quarter 
of an average; so about tho first days 
of September I had the corn cut and 
one hundred hills put in a shock. Two 
weeks later I took those shocks down 
and bound them into four bundles 
each, and doubled up the shocks putting 
iwo into one, or two htm' ed hills 
bound into eight bundles and all put 
into one shock, tying the tops, the 
Btalk answering to bind with, and 
although the weather was terribly hot 
and dry there was no difficulty in 
jmding the bundles till the last few 
days of the finish, when we had to work 
forenoons and lay off afternoons. 
I 


put the giound, twenty acres, to 
wheat, by cultivating it once (it being 
tree from weeds), then drilling in the 
wheat the opposite way from the culti- 
vation. The wheat came np and looked 
faiily promising when winter set in 
although there was not much rain dur- 
ing the fall 


November 14 I threshed the corn, 


drawing it fiom the shocks, as left 
after binding and doubling up. Three 
teams to draw three-quarters of a mile, 
and one man to pitch, did the work; 
two men on the mow in the barn to 
mow away the shredded fodder and 
one to carry away the corn, and ten 
lours' work threshed out the giowth 
of tho twenty acres. The bundles held 
»gethcr well, very few unbinding, 
and one man did the pitching with 
ease; f 17 paid for the job—810 for tho 
;hresher-men and $7 for labor. The 
'odder is highly relished by stock; they 
eat the most of it, and the little left 
answers for bedding. It has kept as 
sweet and fresh as the day it was put 
n the 
mow, we use baskets to 


landle it, it is too fine for forks. In 
future I shall thresh my corn, and the 
way described comes the nearest of 
making an easy job as any I have 
heaid of. 
The only factor not fully 


solved, but not difficult, is, how to care 
:he threshed corn.—T. P. Dunham, in

their breach of faith and their protesta- 
tions that they wj>uld never be coereec 
into admitting certain natural products 
free of duty through threats o£ retalia 
tion, the government has been compelec 
to go back on its utterances of last week 
The interpretations based upon the stand- 
ing-oftor clause by the Minister of Cus- 
toms, and the Minister of Justice have 
been repudiated by their colleagues. 


The Montreal Gazette, the organ of the 


government, went so far as to editorial!; 
denounce the Americans as "blatant dem 
agogues", and charges the Liberals with 
seeking to promote the interests of the 
United States at the expense of Canada 
The opposition will bring the matter up in 
the House of Commons this week.

A Deserving Case. 


The hearts of the benevolent people of 


Decatur cannot fail to be touched by the 
awful experience ot Miss Lois Koyce,one 
of the brave school teachers caught in 
the Nebraska blizzard of January 12th, 
as briefly told in a letter to the Boston 
Transcript, a copy of which is before us. 
The recital tells of .the storm; of the' 
young teacher in the school house with 
three scholars, six having started for 
home; no fuel in the house, a certainty 
of freezing to death if teacher and schol- 
ars remained there; teacher's Boarding 
house but 22 rods distant; a terrible situ 
ation; the teacher wrapped up her three 
pupils and started to reach the boarding 
house; all four got lost, driven adrift by 
the blizzard; one by one the three pnpils 
froze to death, and the teacher froze to 
the ground. Mies Royce writes: "After 
the last child died, I thought if help did 
not come soon, I should die, too, I was 
BO chilled and frozen. I could not leave 
the children while they lived, but now I 
tried to free myself from the snow, my 
head and clothing being frozen.to the 
ground; I managed after great exertion 
to get upon my feet and got to the house, 
which was only a quarter of a mile from 
where we lay. When I got there the 
people did all they could for me; both of 
my feet were frozen and have since been 
amputated; both my arms, my face and 
ears were frozen, but all have healed ex- 
cept my left arm, as it was frozen so 
deep. I intended to go to college this 
fall." The letter was written to a friend 
in Boston, and that lady ia engaged in 
raising a fund tor the brave young lady 
who came so near perishing herself in 
trying to save the lives of her little Ger- 
man pupils. No doubt many Decatur 
people would esteem it a privilege to 
contribute to the relief of Miss Royce 
and her mother.

he (the judge) was one of the persons 
accused in court, and so led the wit- 
ness to betray himself and his accused 
friend. 
It is no wonder that, after 


conduct so unbecoming a judge, he 
was deemed unfit any longer to hold 
the even scales of justice. 


Although this judge was thus right- 


fully punished, his conduct suggests to 
us tho wide contrast which exists be- 
tween the French courts of justice and 
method of legal procedure, and those 
of the United States and England. The 
whole system, indeed, is different in 
the two cases. 


Our judges have a distinct and digni- 


fied duty to perform, and, as a rule, 
they maintain, as do the English 
judges, a lofty and impartial attitude 
in presiding over trials. They remain, 
for the most part, silent until they 
have to decide points of law, or until 
one of the counsel requires correction. 
After the arguments have closed, it is 
their duty to address the jnry, explain 
the points at issue, call for the verdict, 
and deliver the judgment or sentence. 


The French judge, on the other hand, 


takes constant and active part in the 
trial itself. He questions not only wit- 
nesses, but the prisoner himself, and 
often subjects tho prisoner to a severe 
and searching cross-examination, try- 
ing to trap him into damaging confes- 
sions, contradicting him, and even 
sometimes cracking jokes at the pris- 
oner's expense. 


When a witness has made a certain 


•tatement, the French judge will turn 
to the prisoner, and tartly ask him 
what he has to say to that? A prisoner 
on trial in a French court, in short, is 
badgered and worried from the begin- 
ning to the end of the case, by both 
judge and proeureur. The procureur 
is an official who acts in France as 
public prosecutor, grand juiy and ad- 
viser of judge in one. 


The fact that in the French courts 


the judge is one of the active partici- 
pants in the trials, gives a dramatic 
color to the proceedings which is 
usually absent from our own courts. 
The dialogues between judge and pris- 
oner are watched with keen interest, 
and often with laughter or applause, 
by the ciowd of spectators, for some- 
times judge and prisoner engage in a 
duel of wit and banter. But, from the 
American point of view, this method 
of seeking to find out the truth, and to 
dispense justice, seems far less effectual 
—to say nothing of its surprising lack 
of dignity—than that which prevails in 
our own courts. 


The French judge often browbeats 


or angeis the prisoner into making 
rash answers, which increase the 
chance of his conviction, even though 
he may be really innocent. With us, 
the prisoner is amply protected in 
every right of defense. 
He is sup- 


posed to be innocent until he is fully 
proved by proper and legal evidence, 
which he is unable to ovei throw, to be 
guilty; whereas in France, the judge 
often seems to set out with his ques- 
tioning of the prisoner as if the pris- 
oner were presumed to be guilty, and 
as if tho buiden of pi oof were on him 
to prove himself innocent.

Imagine a garden surrounded with 


noble open galleries lined with mag- 
nificent white marble monuments, and 
all shut in by great sunny green hills, 
•which stand around it like sentinels 
guniding the silent and snored camp 
of the dead. Imagine all this, then 
put above the loses and the blossoms 
and the fragrant ttees, and the yellow 
immortelles and the green wreaths and 
the glorious maiblc statuary, a blue 
sky and a blight sun, and you have a 
faint idea of Genoa's "Holy Field."

Over another tomb, where a husband 


and wife lie buried together, this old 
couple sit in 'two arm chairs, holding 
each other's hand. On another a man 
lies dead on his bed, and his young 
wife reverently raises the sheet and 
gazes for the last time upon his face. 
Over another tomb is the statue of » 
man who lies within. On the steps ol 
the tomb stands his wife, and she holds 
their little girl in her arms and lifti 
her up as though to kiss the dead papa. 
The door of another vault is repre- 
sented as half open. The husband lies 
dead inside. The wife knocks at the 
door and listens for her dear one's 
voice to call her in. 


There are hundreds and hundreds ol 


these beautiful groups in the Campc 
Santo. What makes them the more 
extraordinary to the English travelei 
is that the living and the dead are all 
habited in modern everyday costume, 
and no detail is spared to make the 
groups and single figures tiinmphs oi 
realism. 
One remarkable piece oi 


sculpture I have omitted to mentjon. 
It is over the tomb of a beautiful 
Italian lady who died a snort time ago. 
Her bed is represented with a perfec- 
tion of detail. The lace on the pillow 
is perfect. The lady is dead, bat the 
angel has come to fetch her. The angel 
takes the dead lady's hand and the 
lady gets out of bed to go with the 
angel to Heaven. This is the moment 
depicted by the sculptor 
The lady 


gits on the edge of the bed and the 
angel points upwards in the direction 
they are to travel together. 


All this is very beautiful, but its in- 


tense realism may jar on some. It did 
on me after a time. I felt that some- 
thing of the sublimity of death was 
taken away in the process, and 
turned with a little sigh of relief to 
some of the humbler graves which 
dotted the sunny garden of fragranl 
roses that lay so bright and beautiful 
under the blue Italian sky.—Genoa 
Cor.

COUNTERFEITS. 


Something About the Most Cleverly Ex- 
ecuted Raised Note Ever Made. 


The United States Secret-Service 


sleuth-hounds have captured and "run 
in" a raised silver certificate that has 
been inaccurately described in the pa- 
pers. At the headquarters of the se- 
cret service in the Treasury building 
the correspondent was shown the spu< 
rions curiosity and the true inwardness 
was told by an official, who said- 


"This, which, by the waj, is the 


most cleverly executed raised note ever 
seen in the department, was seized in 
the South. The head of Dexter, who 
was once Secretary of the Tieasnry, 
has been cut from a fractional 50-cen 
piece and pasted over the vignette ol 
Martha Washington. The descriptions 
hitherto published state that George 
Washington's vignette was substituted 
for Martha's, but you sec that is a mis- 
take. The figures '50' aud the wort 
'fifty' were also cut from the fractional 
currency. The figures '50' in the back 
were taken from canceled revenue 
stamps." The official then displayec 
a counterfeit $20 silver certificate 
which had been raised from a $2 cer 
tilicate. This was not as good a sam 
pie of work as the other, bat it passes 
all the same. The figures were cul 
from a cigar stamp.

cock's vignette adorns this elevatec 
curren'cy. The fact is the $20 silver 
certificate has not been issued, and i 
will bear Secretary Manning's vignette 
when it does come before the public 
It is barely ready.
